_It is calculated to make one smile, to 
notice the long and ceremonious accounts 
which are annually rendered to the Maine 
MissionarySociety, concerning the location and 
success of the orthodox missionaries sent out 
by this Society into various parts of our State. 
A person not acquainted with the facts, would 
suppose from their reports, that a very large 

rtion of the population of Maine were 
little above the Heathen, either_as.itre- 
lates to their Féligious privileges, or their re- 
ligious character ; and conclude, that 
the Missionary society were actuated by the 
very laudable desire to send the Gospel into: 
the many itute sections of the State, and 
to spread the salutary influence of its sublime 
and purifying principles. But such a sup- 
‘position is quite erroneous. There is, com- 
paratively, no part of Maine destitute of reli- 


gious, publi¢e ir ; nor is there any 
face in which the public stand in need of 
Ca nistic preaching. ' gna reg of 
he missionary y is, we fully believe, en- 
tirely sectarian, ‘Their missionaries are not

their own exclusive establishment. If we 
were disposed, we could name many towns— 
the first in importance in the State, both as it 
relates to population, wealth, refinement and 
religious instruction—in which orthodox mis- 
sionaries are annually sent, and partially sup- 
ported, by the Maine Missionary Society.— 
What is this for? Is it because the people 
are heathen? This cannot be -said, unless 
indeed it be conceded, that all are heathen 
who do not subscribe to the Calvinistic faith, 
aud assist in supporting a Calvinistic preach- 
er. No. They are sent to build up a party 
and to prepare the way for the settlement of 
an orthodox minister in those towns. 

The missionaries who infest this State are 
either young men who want to obtain a set- 
tlement, or older ones who have been dis- 
missed trom societies that are no longer wil- 
ling to support them. The former are first 
sent into the back towns to make a trial of 
their gifts, among what they suppose to be the 
more ignorant part of our population, under 
the imposing name of missvonaries. As fast 
as they improve, they are permitted to ad- 
vance toward the regions of greater refine- 
ment, and as soon as they become passable 
the grand object is to obtain a settlement.— 
This is the sumnum bonwn of all our home 
missionaries. Young men, capable perhaps 
of nothing higher, are sent to Bangor and edu- 
cated on charity. Thus they are made slaves 
for life to those whose views and plans they 
are under the most solemn obligations to en- 
tertain and execute. It would be ungrateful 
in them ever to dissent from the creed or to 
oppose the designs of their benefactors ; and 
they go forth into world governed by the nar- 
row policy which first induced them, profes- 
sodle, aw-ehinete ebrolariiy: ~ "Phe spread and 
establishment of orthodoxy is the ‘object ;—all 
beside are but the m@ans of obtaining it — 
We never look upon domestic misignari 
with much reverence; for we know. they, 
being youngiand inexperienced, have yet a 
feputation to establish ; or, being old and run 
down, are objécts of pity. If they cam suc- 
ceed in obtaining a “call,” let them do it; 
but let them not deceive people by pretending 
to an overwhelming anxiety for the public 
good, when, after all, they mean only their 
own,

The principal business which came before 
the Council was a proposition from the New- 
Hampshire Association of Universalists to 
unite the two Associations, thus leaving but 
one in the State of New-Hampshire; and also 
the report of a committee appointed at the last 
session of the Rockingham Association to 
draft a Constitution for its government. A 
great part of the time spent in Council, was 
devoted to the consideration of these two par- 
ticulars. 

Of the clergy and brethren present who re- 
side in that portion of the country where the 
Rockingham Association holds its annual ses- 
sions, there was an undivided opinion that 
the state of our common cause in that.region 
demanded the separate existence of that Asso- 
ciation. A request had been urgently made 
for its adjournment to Kingston in Rocking- 
ham county; and under these circumstances 
the Council did not feel itself justified in uni- 
ting the Rockingham with the New-Hamp- 
shire Association. The members of the 
Council were all persuaded, that our Associa- 
tions ‘have had a great effect in spreading the 
doctrine in support of which we were mutual- 
ly engaged. With respect to the Constitution 
reported by the Committee appointed for the 
purpose it was resolved— 

That as the greater part of the ministers 
present were not residents in New-Hampshire, 
it was inexpedient to act upon the subject. 
The Rockingham Association was adjourn- 
ed to meet in Kingston, N. H. on the fourth 
Wednesday and following ‘Thursday in Au- 
gust, 1828.

Breturen—Under the benignant smiles of | 
our constant and unchanging Benefactor, we | 
have been permitted to hold another annual | 
session. Assembled in the bosom ofa Socie-| 
ty of recent origin, composed of intelligent | 
and generous friends of truth, we were sur-| 
rounded by such as were unwearied in their |

In our public assem-| 
blies to whom the word of life was preached, | 
we had the satisfaction of seeing many of our | 
brethren of other denominations, who listen- | 
ed with great attention to the services.

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Besides, I perceive very strong reasons, 
which must have engaged this society to pre- 
serve with the utmost care all the writings in 
opposition to those of the witnesses , I have 
particularly in my eye that most weighty and 
most odious accusation, which the witnesses 
had.so uniformly, so repeatedly, and with such 
unparelleled courage, dared to charge upon 
the magistrates of this society, and the aston- 
ishing success of the testimony given to the 
facts upon which they grounded their accusa- 
tion. How easily could magistrates, who had 
in their hands the management of the police, 
have judiciously contradicted this testimony ? 
How much were they interested todo so! 
What might not have been the effect of a ju- 
dicial and circumstantial deposition, bearing 
on every page a refutation of that of the wit- 
nesses? 

Since, therefore, the society, of which I am 
speaking, cannot produce in its own favour a 
deposition of this sort, I am justly authorized 
to think, that it never could advance any val- 
id objection against the witnesses. 

It comes strongly into my mind, that the 
friends of the witnesses, after they became 
powerful, might have destroyed the writings 
adverse to their cause. But they have not 
been able to destroy this great society, their 
declared enemy; and they did not become 
powerful till many ages after the event, which 
was the principal object of the testimony. ° I 
am, therefore, obliged to abandon a supposit- 
ion,which appears to be destitute of foundation. 

Whilst the Jewish Society confines itself to 
the most vague accusations of imposture, I see 
the witnesses insert in their writings, examin- 
ations, before the magistrates and principal 
doctors of the society, and the interrogations 
put by them : which prove, at least, that they 
were not indifferent to what passed in their 
capital . 

I cannot presume there was any such indif- 
ference ; the improbability of the thing is too 
great. I presume, on the contrary, that those 
magistrates or doctors did not neglect to in- 
form themselves of the facts. I, therefore, 
scrutinize the examinations and interrogations, 
contained in the writings of the witnesses, or 
oftheir first adherents. And as these wri- 
tings have not been formally contradicted by 
men, who had the greatest reason to do so, I 
cannot, [ think, deny that they are of great 

ree. 

I always taste a new pleasure, when I pe- 
ruse those interesting interrogations ; the more

EQUIVOCATION. 

Within the last year Mr. Henry King, of 
Springfield, Mass. had a conversation with a 
Mr. Crocker, of the same place, in regard to 
Matt. xvi. 25,26... ‘For whosoever shall save 
his life shall lose it; and whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake, shall find it. For what 
is a man profited if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? Or what shall 
a man give in exchange for his soul?” They 
could not exactly agree as to the signification 
of the word translated sou/, in the latter verse. 
‘They agreed to refer the matter to Rev. Wil- 
bur Fisk, a Methodist clergyman, and Princi- 
ple of the Wesleyan Academy in Wilbraham. 
When the proper opportunity presented, the 
following dialogue was had : 

Mr. King. Is the Greek word translated 
life in Matt. xvi. 25, the same which is trans- 
lated seul in the 26th verse. 

Rev. Mr. Fisk. To use the word life instead 
of soul, in the 26th verse, would make nan- 
sense of the whole passage. 

Mr. K. Task you, Sir, if the Greek word 
is the same in both verses. 

Mr. F. The word translated life in the 25th 
verse is sometimes translated soul. 

Mr. K. This is not ananswer to my ques- 
tion. I have been informed that the Greek 
word thus differently translated, is precisely 
one and the same. If that information were 
incorrect, it is your duty as a public teacher 
to contradict it, and let me know the truth.— 
I expect an unequivocal answer. Is the word 
translated /ife in the 25th verse thesame which 
is translated sou/ in the 26th ? 

Mr. F. Itis. But to translate it life in 
the 26th would make nonsense of the whole. 

Mr. K.. Very well. If the revelation of 
God to man be nonsense, unless man alters it, 
let us know it. 

Here the conversation on this point closed. 
Surely, Rev. Mr. Fisk used “‘ great plainness 
of speech,” in thus evading the question ; and 
a great concern for the glory of God, and the 
revelation he has given us, by declaring, in 
substance, that a fair and correct traslation of 
the scriptures would convert them into non- 
sense: or rather that they are now-nonsensi- 
cal, and that they require the skill and man- 
agement of unfaithful translators to give them 
the semblance of wisdom.

punishment, continue the flogging system ; the

magistrates and police officers with their dun- 
geons, Chains, and cat o’ninetails, strike ter- 
ror into our riper years ; while the priest with 
his theories of hell and the devil, surrounds 
us with the fear of eternal punishment hereaf- 
ter : and thus is created and continued through 
all the stages of life, an:aggravated state of 
fear, apprehension, and terror, and ceases only 
with our lives. 

This free country, by taking the rod of pow- 
er from the arbitrary hands of individual ca- 
price, and rendering the decisions on fixed 
principles of law more certain, has taken off 
in part the fear of the tyranny of rulers: but 
the long chain of despotism, from the birth to 
the death of man, still exists, fortified and sup- 
ported by thedark doctrines of religious fanat- 
icism ; forming an insuperable bar to the hap- 
piness of mankind, that ages of civilization 
will not be able to remove. What is left for 
beings formed in the iron mould of coercion, 
deprived of natural liberty and courage, with 
all their mental and corporeal energies shorn 
off? All and every page of history answers, 
slavery and misery. All the reforms yet at-° 
tempted have been begun wrongly; endeav- 
ouring to purify the main river, while they left 
all the sources, springs, and feeding branches, 
in a state of pollution and corruption. 

Fear is a sensation so humiliating, irksome, 
and disagreeable to all the feelings of our spe- 
cies (as well, probably, as to those of all other 
animals) that the best disciplined temper cannot 
aie attaching hatred to the cause of it.— 

ut of all the manifold and destructive effects, 
that fear has on the human family, none is so 
injurious to the well being of society, or so 
totally subversive to the true interest of man- 
kind, as the fear of the child for the teacher ; 
for in. addition to the innumerable bad conse- 
quences inseparable from fear, in any stage of 
life, it closes the mind against instruction, 
from the only source that is accessible to chil- 
dren, their entire attention being occupied in 
watching the symptomsof anger in their teach- 
er, in order that they may be prepared to ward 
off the blow or contrive some means, of escap- 
ing punishment. In the exercise of this right 
of all animated nature, self-defence, the whole 
faculties both of mind and body, are engaged, 
and neither free-will, attention, or interest, left 
for the investigation nor understanding of their 
instruction. ‘The little that can be forced in- 
to them against the elasticity of the spirit of in+ 
dependence, is soon ejected ; or, if it remain 
in the memory, is recollected with disgust.— 
One of the most mortifying objects of human 
reason and to common sense, is a poor little 
urchin, writhing under the dread of punish- 


ment, rpceny Siped heart a chapter, not one 
word of whic understands, any more than 


the pedagogue who threatens him with punish- 
ment. 

Fear in the many is the foundation of power 
in the few ; the fear of pnishment in this or 
the next world, supports both church and state; 
[when united] and this perhaps accounts for 





the strong and powerful opposition excited 
against any system of education, that, by, 
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abolishing the punishment of children,lessens 
the quantum of fear, and in the same propor- 
tion encroaches onthe assumed rights in the 
privileged orders.

where sin and sorrow, pain and suffering, nev- 
er enter ; but where all is peace aud enjoy- 
ment ; and happiness in full fruition, is forev- 
er enjoyed, by its innumerable inhabitants. 
Who can behold, and not admire the good- 
ness of that God, who could extend such an 
invaluable blessing to poor, wretched, and 
sinfulman? The Psalmist, in expxtiating on 
the wonderful displays of divine love, exclaims 
in the fervour of his soul, “Oh that men 
would praise the Lord for his goodness, and 
for his wonderful works to the children of 
men!” 4 

And how much is the value of this blessing 
heightened, when we reflect, that man, to 
whom it is extended, is involved in sins and 
iniquities, and his life is spent in continued 
violation of Gods holy law ! That in this state 
of rebellion, the grace of God is extended to 
him, and he is invited to come to the pure 
fountain of inexaustable love, and there wash 
and purify himself from all sin, and cleanse 
himself from all iniquity. ‘ Come unto me, 
all ye that labour and are heavy laden,” is the 
language of inspiration, “‘and I will give you 
rest.” “Every one that thirsteth come ye to 
the waters ; come, buy miik and wine without 
money and without price.” And who is there 
so vile, who would not come, and embrace this 
free and invaluable blessing ? Who is there 
so much in love with sin, that he would not 
rather, undergo hardships almost unequaled, 
that his iniquities might be blotted out ? And 
will any refuse to accept when their utinost 
wish may be gratified freely and without la- 
bour ? If there are any so much in love with 
sin, so beset with the enjoyments of this fleet- 
ing world, I should blush to class them with 
my fellow men. But no, the same Being who 
offers us his grace, has prepared the means of 
acceptance, | His offers will not be rejected ; 
they are free, and freely must they be accept- 
ed, by every son and daughter of mortality.— 
When that blissful paradise shall be prepared, 
then shall all be gathered together, and made 
to partake of those blessings which are prepar- 
ed for the children of God—even life forever 
more. When tears shall be wiped from off 
all faces, and all shall unite in the song of 
Moses and the Lamb, and in shouting praises 
to the most high God, who liveth and reigneth 





forever. —

OCCASIONED BY READING AN ACCOUNT OF THE 
‘* CHRISTIAN DENOMINATION.” 
TO SIMON CLOUGH, 
Correspon ling Secrciary to the United States 
Crristien Conference. ° 
I was higiily pleased with the account you 
have given of the ‘Christian Denomination.” 
The principles on which the Churches are 


| constituted, ure truly just and Christian, and 


are worthy the adoytion of every denomination 
that pretend to be the tollowers of Christ.— 
But is it not to be regretted that after drawing 
so fine a picture, you should at one stroke de- 
stroy all its beauty? And have you not ef- 
fectually done this in one short paragraph, and 
that in digression too, by making selfishness. 
the chief motive to action? You say this aoc- 
trine (which does not admit a future retribu- 
tion) ‘‘strips Christianity of its chief motives 
|to a virtuous and holy lite.” 

It requires, however but little discernment 
to see, that there is neither virtue or holiness 
where fear of punishment is the chief motive ot 
action. ‘The manner in which the above quo- 
tation is introduced, plainly asserts that a 
“« future retribution” is the “ chief motive,” 
which regulates your conduct, and that if this 
were removed, there would be no great motive 
to practice virtue. Is the man virtuous, or 
less guilty, whose chief motive in refraining 
from robbing you, is the fear ofa halter? I 
think, Sir, the action, the chief motive for 
which is either fear of punishment, or hope of 
reward, is neither virtuous nor vicious; but 
the mind in its performance is under the influ- 
ence of evil. Did it result from a conscious- 
ness of right and wrong, without any regard to 
consequences, it would then be virtuous. 

After repeatedly stating that the scriptures 
are the only rule of faith and practice, in in- 
troducing this sentence, “this is the inference 
they (Universalist) draw from the benevolence 
of the Deity,” have you not wilfully misrep- 
resented that denomination? The inference 
is clear, from this expression, that they do not 
adopt the scriptures as a rule of faith. Yet it 
is an undeniable fact, not only that we infer 
this from the benevolence of the Deity, but'that 
we scrupously adopt and defend the scriptures, 
as the only rule of faith and practice, and draw 
our-doctrines from them, where we fully believe 
they are clearly revealed ; and I hesitate nota 
moment, in believing that you knew these facts 
when you wrote. Whether you adopted this 
ambiguous mode of expression, to avoid ex- 
plicitly stating whether your brethren, adopted 
Universalism or not, or merely stepped out of 
your direct path, to cast a stone, at that doc- 
trine, I am unable to determine. This, how- 
ever, is evident, you fairly abandoned. your 
ground, “that the scriptures are the only.2ule 
of faith,” and took that of consequences, which 
it has cost you by giving asthe use of the same 
weapons. The inference is but just, | 
scripture did not yield you the means of 
proving Universalism.

A BRIEF SERMON. 
. Proverss xvi. 28.—A whisperer separateth chief 
friends. ; 

The book of Proverbs is a collection of migh- 
ty sayings ; some of which were common in 
the eastern countries previous to the time of 
Solomon, but were collected by him and addit- 
ions madethercto ; and handed down to us to 
be a help m the guidance of our faith and 
practice. They are generally short and com- 
prehensive. Unconnected but energetic.— 
Many of them point out the ways of men in the 
common concerns of life, by bringing ito 
view both their good and evil practices ; the 
one for us to shun, the other to follow. An 
ungodly man diggeth up evil, and in his lips 
there is a burning fire. A froward man sow- 
eth strife, and a whisperer separateth friends. 
lu the iiiustration of this subject let us en- 
qaire, 

I. Whet are the leading traits in the char- 
acter of a whisperer. 

J. Partial secrecy. ‘They do not wish to 
have their sayings generally known, for they 
are sensible they will not bear inspection.— 
Hence they choose to reveal them to those 
only whom they consider to be most like them- 
selves ; and that others may. not hear they 
whisper. 

2. This secret arises from the nature of 
their subjects. In them there is nothing in- 
structive, edifying, profitable or amusing to 
any person of a sound mind, good understand- 
ing or correct taste. 

3. Their subjects are frequently so silly 
that they disgust and offend people of sense. 

4. Their favorite subject is calumy. They 
love to dwell on the faults rather than the good 
qualities ofothers. Herein they are like those 
animals who prefer filth to wholesome food. 

5. The truth suffers in their hands. They 
omit and supply so as to give it all the colour 
» ad effect of falsehood ; yea, and make it worse 
than a common lie. They are to the charac- 
ters of man what the instruments of torture 
in the Roman inquisition are to their bodies. 
“They rack them joint by joint,” Their 
minds are much like fermenting liquors, 
which must have vent. Their mouth is like 
a nest of hornets, it opens and pours forth a 
thousand stings. The poison ofasps is under 
their tongue, and the venom of hell flows from 
their lips. ‘ 

6. They are imitators of him whose name 
(Diabolus) signifies a calumniator, an accuser, 
a slanderer. ; 

Il. The effects of their labours. 

1. The first: characteristic we noticed in 
them was a design of partial secrecy. But 
there is no agreement between this design and 
They reveal their 
‘Secrets tothose who, like themselves, never’ 
feel contented when they have any thing on 
their minds, until they make it known. Thus, 


their calumnjes spread in every direction un- 
til themselves and friends (so to speak) are 
~ © all by the ears.” 





2, The evib effect of their labo. rs may be 
judged from the good which they prevent and 
destroy. They separate chief friends. How 
excellent the privilege of friendship. 

“Celestial happiness, where e’er she stoops 
To visit. earth, one shrine the goddess finds, 
And one alone to make her sweet amends 
For absent Heaven—the bosom of a friend.” 

This heavenly principle is driven from the 
minds of many, by the foul tongue of slander. 
“Friendship is the marriage of hearts.” This 
practice effects a divorce. 

“He that steals my purse, steals trash, 

*T was mine—"tis his, and has been slave to thousands. 
But he that filehes me of my good name, 

Robs me of that which not enriches him,

“ Now if any man have not the spirit of Christ, he 
is none of his.”—Romans viii. 9. 

St. Paul, the great Apostle of the Gentiles, 
was a true and faithful servant of his Lord and 
Master ; and the history of his-life furnishes 
us with a discription of a believer and an un- 
believer—of a fierce and bloody persecutor, 
and a humble and pious follower of Christ.— 
It appears from this account, that Paul, or 
rather Saul, was a Jew by birth, and was edu- 
cated and instructed after the most perfect 
manner of the law. That he was brought up 
at the feet of Gamaliel, and there received 
those anti-christian sentiments which, after 
his conversion to Christianity. he ever treated 
with disapprobation; for, we find him at one 
time, in the deepest humility, exclaiming, that 
‘it was not meet that he should be called an 
apostle, because he persecuted the Church of 
God.” He also says to his Galatian brethren, 
“‘ye have heard of my conversation in times 
past, in the Jew’s religion,-how that beyond 
measure, I persecuted the Church of God, 
and wasted it.” And fo his beloved Timo- 
thy he says, I was “a blasphemer, and a per- 
secutor, and injurious; but I obtained mercy 
because I did it ignorantly in unbelief.” At 
another time feeling his unworthiness, and a 
deep sense of his sinfulness, he exclaims, 
“This is a faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners, of whom J am chief.” 
Hence did this remarkable servant of the 
most High, ever after lament his former con- 
duct, and most zealously advocate the doc- 
trine he once laboured to destroy. 

Having made these few remarks on the 
character of the author of our text, I shall pro- 
ceed to shew— é 

I. What we are to understand by having 
the spirit of Christ. 

II. Who have not the spirit of Christ, and 
consequently are none of his. 

III. Who have the spirit of Christ, and are 
denominated his. “And - 

IV. In aconcise and sériptural manner, 
that all men are Christs, in an important 
sense, and shall in the fulness of times 
his spirit, and be reconciled to God h 
the blood of his cross. 


I. I am to notice what we are to under- 
stand by having the spirit of Christ. 

By this form of expression, I understand, 
prnpenes and exercising a spirit not dissimi- 

ar to his. It is manifesting a disposition of 

love and forgiveness—possessing a spirit of 
kindness and tenderness towards: our fellow 
men—in possessing a spirit which is produc- 
tive of good fruits. The Apostle says, the 
fruit of the spirit is love, peace, joy, meek- 
ness, long suffering, &c. Christ was meek 
and lowly of mind ; he ever went about doing 
good, administering to the wants and neces- 
sities of the children of men, without regard 
to sect or name. Hence, having his spirit, is 
manifesting the temper and disposition of 
mind which he manifested, which leads us 
to “do justly, love mercy, and to walk hum- 
bly with our God.” 

II. I am to shew who those are that have 
not the spirit of Christ, and are none of his. 

Ist. They are all those who are not con- 
formed to the image of Christ, and are stran- 
gers to that impartial grace, which maketh 
free indeed. They are all those who do not 
produce the fruits of the spirit, as before sta- 
ted; but are following their own lusts and the 
traditions of the fathers, and saying in their 
hearts, “‘ we will not have this man (Christ) to 
rule over us.” ‘They are those who say, if 
they were sure that God is equally good to all 
men, and will bestow eternal life on all, they 
would not be religious, but would indulge in 
every species of vice, and immorality. Such 
persons have not the spirit of Christ, because 
they are blinded by the god of this world, ane 
their understandings are darkened. They 
are worshipping the “beast and his image,” 
and are left to reap the reward of their own 
doings. 

2d. Those have not the spirit of Christ, who 
imitate the Pharisees of old, more than the 
divine Redeemer. They devour widows’ 
houses, and for a pretence make long prayers, 
to be heard of men. They love greetings in 
the market place, and the uppermost rooms 
at the feast. They love the praise of men, 
more than the praise of God, and make cleam 
the outside of the cup and platter, while the 
inside is full of all manner of uncleanness.— 
Their outward performances, and professional 
ceremonies, they suppose righteous, and dis- 
pise the righteousness of Christ. Unto such 
Christ said, ‘‘ Wo unto you scribes and phari- 
sees, hypocrates; ye generation of vipers, 
how. can ye escape the damnation of hell ?” 
Again, he says, ye compass, sea and land to 
make one proselyte and when ye have made 
him, he is two fold mor@the child of hell than 
yourselves. “ : 

3d.. Are there not many at the present day 
who imitate the Pharisees? Are- e not 
too many who have the form of Godliness 
without the power? Who consider themselves 
righteous, and the elected favourites of God, 
and dispise all others, saying, stand by thy- 
self, come not near me-for I-am_holier than 





thou! Iam of the true church, and all who 
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differ from me in sentiment are infidels and which he taught : That produée the fruits of

4th. Neither have those the spirit of Christ,

the widow, the small] pittance they have pro- 
cured by the labour of their hands, under the 
pretence of saving the souls of men, from the 
fierce and unquenchable wrath of an incensed 
God. Such ungodly pretenders are only en- 
deavouring to gratify a hungry and avaricious 
priesthood, who, like the horse-leach’s daugh- 
ter, are ever crying, give, give!—and who 
are condescending to the basest measures, to 
effect the ruin of a free and independent com- 
munity. ‘Too many impostors of this stamp 
are now compassing sea and land to make 
prosylites, who being filled with the tradi- 
tions of the fathers, and imbibing a spirit of 
cruelty and revenge, and breathing out 
‘threatenings and slaughter against all who 
call upon the name of Jesus, as the Saviour 
of the world, may be said, in the language of 
Christ to be made two fold more the children 
of hell, than their teachers. 

5th. Those have not the spirit of Christ 
“ who creep into houses, leading captive silly 
women.” 

How many are there even in this enlight- 
‘ened age, who go from house to house, in or- 
der to instil into the minds of women and 
children, the heart-rending sentiment, that 
God is an arbitrary Sovereign, and unless 
they believe their tpse dizit, will eternally 
perish? How often is it the case with such 
teachers, who have not the spirit of Christ, to 
set members of families at variance with each 
other, and by making themselves appear much 
more lovely and compassionate, than the 
Father of the Universe, induce the weak and 
imbecile to set their affections on them, more 
than on the “one who is altogether lovely 
and the chiefest among ten thousands.”— 
Brethren, surely these things ought not so to 
be.. And finally, 

6th. All that do not love God and their fel- 
low men, and manifest it by a well ordered 
life and conversation, have not the spirit of 
Christ. For, “if any man say, I love God, 
and hateth his brother, he isa liar;’’ and 
“he that lovéth not knoweth not God, for God 
is love ;” and he oo this worlds goods, 
and seeth his brother have need, and shutteth 
up his bawels of compassion from him, how 
dwelleth ‘the love of God in him?” 

Having skewn the character of those who 
have not the spirit of Christ, I come to the 

III. Proposition, viz. to shew who ‘those 
‘are, that have the spirit of Christ, and ate de- 
nominated his. 

They are all those who follow ‘his example, 


fulfil -his precepts, and believe the doctrine | 








|God, and faith in our Lord Jesus Christ -— 


that faith which works by love, and purifies 
the heart : Those who instead of being willing 
to be damned, are willing to be saved, and to 
pray that all men may be saved: Those who 
mourn with those that mourn, end weep with 
those that weep ; and finally, those who visit 
the fatherless and widow in their affliction, 
and keep themselves unspotted from the world. 

IV. I will proceed to show, that all man- 
kind are Christ’s, in an important sense, and 
shall in the fulness of time, possess his spirit 
and be reconciled to God. 

Ist. I would remark, that there are, and ever 
has been, two classes of people upon the earth; 
those who believe in Christ, and those who 
disbelieve in Him, as the Saviour of the world. 
Those who advocate his impartial doctrine, 
and believe in the “ restitution of all things, 
which God has spoken by the mouth of all his 
holy prophets since the world began ;” and, 
those who teach for this doctrine, the com- 
mandments of men, and make void the law of 
God by their traditions, and who condemn and 
withhold fellowship from all who do not con- 
form to their peculiar views, pronouncing 
them impenitent,an‘sentencingth<mto endless 
pair. Thus delighting to “deal damnation 
round the land,” instead ofthe gospel of Christ, 
which pronounces Glad tidings of great joy 
to all people. Such have not the spirit of 
Christ, and are pone of his—that is, they are 
not characteristically his ; they are not his 
immediate disciples and followers, because 
they are the servants of sin. St. Paul says, 
“to whom ye yield yourselves servants to obey, 
his servants ye are.” St. James called the 
Jews, the children of the devil,& they were so 
in character. But yet this very people are of- 
ten in s‘ripture called the chosen people of 
God. Now, because so many people are des- 
titute of the spirit of Christ, and are none of 
his, we must not infer, that they never will 
be ; or, that they are his in no sense now ; for 
St. Paul once had not the spirit of Christ, and 
in that sense was none of his, yet he was a 
“chosen vessel.” ‘Therefore all are Christ’s 
in an important sense. Though his enemies, 
he loves them, and has died for them. 

Thus it is proved, that all mankind are 
Christ’s, in a most important sense—by crea- 
tion—by possession—by adoption and by re- 
demption ; for ‘‘he gave himself a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time.” I am to 
prove, 

2d. That all mankind in the fulness of 


‘times shall posséss the spirit of Christ, aud be 
reconciled to ‘God. 


Hearken then to the following scriptures ; 
“I have sworn by myself, and the word has 
gone out of my mouth in -righteausness, and 








shall not return, that unto me every knee shail 
bow, and every tongue shall swear, surely shall 
say, in the Lord have I righteousness and 
strength.” ‘All nations whom thou hast made. 
shall come and worship before me, O Lord, 
and ‘glorify thy name.” “For then wil] I tura 
to the people a pure language, that they may 
all call on the name of the Lord, to serve him 
with one consent.” ‘For God was in Christ 
reconciling the world unto himself, not imput- 
ing their tresspasses unto them.” ‘ And hav- 
ing made peace through the blood of his cross, 
to reconcile all things ta himself; by him I 
say, whether they be things in earth or things 
in heaven, even in him.” 
Thus heaven toward all things tend : for all were once 
Perfect, and all must be at length restored. 
So God has greatly purposed ; who would else 
In his dishonoured works, himself endure 
Dishonour, and be wronged, without redress. 
Finally. Let us all endeavour to imbibe the 
spirit of Christ; let us do to others as we 
would that others should do to us. Let us be 


temperate, prudent and faithful to our duty. - 


Let us examine ourselves daily to see whether 
we have the spirit of compassion and forgive- 
ness, and love towards all men. Let us fear 
God and keep his commandments, and may 
the goodnessof God lead us to repentance, and 
stimulate us to every virtuous action. Let us 
“not receive the spirit of bondage again, to 
fear, but the spirit of adoption, whereby we cry 
Abba,Father. This spirit,itself,beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the children of 
God ; and if children, then heirs ; heirs of God, 
and joint heirs with Christ.” “a

THE GOSPEL PREACHER. 
Mr. Pickerine, 

I observed with pleasure, the proposals in 
your last No. for publishing a monthly work, 
entitled The Gospel Preacher. 

I am much pleased with the plan, and think 
a work of the kind much needed, especially 
by those societies which have not the privilege 
of stated preaching. Your correspondent, 
“J. M’s.” remarks I am well pleased with, and 
I sincerely hope that the friends of truth, in 
this section of the country, especially, will so 
far interest themselves in its establisiiment, a8 
their circumstances will allow. Our country, 
is at present completely covered with sectarian 
works, which are circulated with the greatest 
assid:.ity, and placed in the hands of all persons, 
whether man, woman, or child, to whom mis- 
sionary agents can gain access. Their ten- 
dency is too well known to most of your rea- 
ders, to need a particular description from me. 
Suffice it to say, that nothing can be more del- 
eterious to the peace and moral of com- 
munity. The time, the long expected time, 
has at length arrived when truth has triumph- 
ed over error, and reason over fanaticism, and 


} sectarians have been forced to flee from one 


abiding place to another, till they have lost 
nearly all support. Reason, scripture and ex* 
perience, have successively failed them, ané 
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. 
but one resort remains, but that one, if parents 
and guardians do not guard against, will 
prove the most powerful of any to which they 
have hitherto resorted. This scheme is now 


in fuil operation in our country, and some-| 


times has almost caused me to shudder, when 
I have reflected upon the awful consequences, 
in which it is likely to involve, at no distant 
day, thousands of our species, who are now 
cheerful and happy, and whose childish-prattle 
carries to the heart a lesson, which time and 
sorrow, only, can deface. Sapsatu Scnoois 
and Tract Soctetigs, are established, or es- 
tablishing in every quarter of the country, and 
nearly every tenth man engaged as‘an agent, 
in some way or other, to persuade parents and 
guardians, and to entice children to partici- 
pate in the work. Parents, are frequently, 
driven to the extremity of placing their chil- 
dren at these schools, by the fear of never end- 
ing torment to themselves, and a life of mis- 
ery and final ruin to their children, in case of 
refusal. The agents of these schemes are not 
backward in assuming the perogatives of heav- 
en, or of pouring out the vials of their wrath, 
on those who have the hardihood or the inde- 
pendence to shun their unhallowed schemes. 
In this way, children are enticed into Sabbath 
Schools, where the most incorrigible bigots, 
are most generally selected to give them in- 
struction ; or, in other words, to initiate them 
into the hidden mysteries of orthodoxy, and 
unmerciful torment, and to teach these little 
innocents to look with dread and dismay upon 
the character of their heavenly Father. And 
thus their unhallowed dogmas are perpetuated, 
by basely imposing upon the tender minds of 
innocent and confiding children,and thousands 
are made to drink deeper and deeper into the 
cup of misery. Children, whose minds are 
too well formed to be ensnared by these de- 
ceptive arts, frequently revolt at the horrid 
picture, and eventually employ their tender 
lips in cursing the imaginary cruelty of al- 
mighty God. 

Such are too plainly the effects of Sabbath 
Schools, many instances of which have fallen 
under my notice, and I reluctantly own, their 
perpetuity has sometimes caused me to doubt 
even the purity of heaven. But God, who sees, 
and knows all things, will doubtless in his own 
g00d time, bring light out of darkness, and 
cause the light of his irradiating countenance 
to shine on all for good. 

The Tracts, too, which are circulated 
through the country, are “full of cursing and 
bitterness,” and like every other work of fic- 
tion, are only calculated tc produee a momen- 
tary excitement, or to impress upon the mind 
only the outline of their horrors, while every 
thing pleasing or instructive, vanishes with 
the first perusal. 

__We not unfrequently hear these’Tract dis- 

iling against novels and novel rea- 
ders, and warning their fellow men against 
their dreadful effects, and as a palliative, have 
2 Tract thrust into your hand, containing an 


| 
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table sufferings of some penitent female, who, 
in nine cases out of ten, never had an exis- 
tence, butin the brains of sume half crazed 
fanatic, whose imagination affords a compe- 
tent supply of materials for the manufacture 
of such saintly fabrics. 

Of late two new publications have appeared 
on a similar plan to the proposed GospEL 
Preacner—The Nationa, PREACHER, a 
Presbyterian work, and the Linerat Preacu- 
ER, somewhat in opposition to the former, 
and advocating the doctrine of Unitarianism. 
Another is proposed by the Baptist denomina- 
tion, to be called the Baptist PrREACHER.— 
The two former of these, are said, already, to 
havea very extensive circulation,& are highly 
prized by the denominations whose cause they 
advocate. From what I can learn, I am in- 
duced to believe these are little better than 
the majority of sectarian Tracts, alias holy le- 
gends ;—the first being purely orthodox, and 
the latter altogether stale and inconsistent. 

It is such schemes, and works, that I con- 
ceive Tue Gosret Preacuer, will be calcu- 
lated to destroy, wherever it is sufficiently 
read; and I am confident, that in many pla- 
ces, well meaning, but imprudent’ parents, 
send their children to Sabbath Schools, from 
a mistaken policy either in order to keep them 
out of idleness-at home, or because they have 
not the opportunity of attending public wor- 
ship. Many such places may be found where 
Universalists are denied the privilege of 
stated preaching, and where the ill effects of 
this policy isseverely felt,I cannot but hope that 
in such places, in room of sending their chil- 
dren to Sabbath Schools, or of suffering them 
to read holy novels, parents will put into the 
hands of their children, The Gospel Preacher, 
that their minds may be suffered to expand 
with new and enlarged conceptions of their 
heavenly Father’s goodness, and his untiring 
love to the children of his hands.

created embassador, it seems, is so opposed to 
the salvation of the world, as to teach his hear- 
ers that no being but a Devil would save 
them ! 

Christ came down from heaven to do the 
will of God—St. John vi. 38. and Paul de- 
clares'that “God will have all men to be saved, 
and to come unto the knowledge of the truth.” 
I. Tim. ii. 4. But according to this clergy- 
man, if Christ should succeed in accomplish- 
ing or carrying the will of God into effect, he 
would be adevil! And if God should “work 
all things after the counsel of his own will,” 
Eph. i. 11, he would, according to the states 
ment of this new-fangled Logician, become a 
Devil ! ! 

Taking this modern Priest upon his own 
favorite scheme, we may presume, that in case 
he loves all his children, he will devise the 
most effectual means to torment a part of his 
ofispring to the utmost extent of his power, 
merely because he is a loving father.
